In the March 14, 1963 International Edition of the New Y-ork 
Times there appeared an article by E, W, Kenworthy apparently based 
on the contents of the above-described document. The Washington 
Evening Star on March 14, 1963 carried an article by Lewis Gulick, 
Associated Press Staff Writer, headlined “Both U. S, and Russia Gained 
in USIA Polls", This article quoted from the document and indicated 
that the reporter was aware that the document was "still classified as 
Confidential",
